OUTMANEUVERS CONSTITUTION 


TODAY’S CONTEST MAY DECIDE 
WHICH BOAT IS SUPERIOR. 


The Pace Is Slow, as the Wind Is 
Light and the Toats May Not 
Finish Within the Time 
Limit. 


BATEMAN’S POINT, Sept. 2, 3:12 p. m.— 
Columbia turned first mark 3:10:50, a good 
distance ahead of Constitution. She imme- 
diately broke out No. 1 jib-topsail and head- 
ed far the second mark, 


BATEMAN’S POINT, R. L., Sept. 2.—To- 
day Columbia and Constitution sailed the 
second of the series of races to determine 
which is the better fitted to be pitted 
against Shamrock II. 

The race was over a 30-mile triangular 
course, 10 miles to each leg. 

lt was a ‘‘do-or-die’’ feeling that sent the 
crew of the Constitution husiling about the 
decks of the latest Herrescnyif creaiion 
this morning. To a man every grie on voard 
knew that unless the yacht Won touay che 
chances of being selected to defeid the 
cup were very small. On the otner boat, 
anchored just over in Brenton’s Cove, there 


| was that teeling of elation that comes from 


the knowleuge that in nine races out of 1l/ 
the Columbia has defeated the Constiiu- 
tion. Above all those on both bvats feit 
that critical eyes, not only of the judges 
who will determine which of tne jacuts 
shall meet the Shamrock II, but the cye oi 
the owner and skipper of the Sham.ock, 
who watched every move and co@pa.ed 
every burst of speed with their own hoat, 
now lyink in Sandy Hook bay waiting pa- 
uecntly for her antagonist. 

That today’s contest was a race with no 
favors on either side was shown by the 
careful way in which each skipper this 
morning went over his boat, examining 
carefully each spar and shroud for treaca- 
erous ftiaws which might, under a sud- 
den stress of weather, snap and put his 


boat out of the contest. At 9 o'clock the 
headsails were hoisted in stops and prepa- 
rations made for setting the big main- 
ails. 

Among the 2% steam yurehts that made 
ceady to follow the yachts was the Erin, 
»n board of which was Sir Thomas Lipton, 
nis racing representative, William G. Janie- 
son; his crack skipper, Capt. Sycamore, 
and his new -boat's designer, George L. 
Watson. Probably the trial races for the 
America’s. cup defense never had such a 
body of peculiarly interested spectators as 
that which went out at the start at Bren- 
ton’s Reef this morning. 

The New York Yacht Club can make its 
choice without regard to the result of these 
trial races, but the yacht that wins’ in 


“these contests is most Jikely to be selected. 


The preparatory signal was-fired at 12:50. 


|The course is aa follows: Starting trom 
‘ilghtship, 10 miles east by south, to the 


first mark, then 10 milea southwest, half 
south to second mark, then to the: finish, 
north by west, half west, also 10 miles. 
if the wind holds, the yachts will have a 
beat to the first mark, a broad reach to 
second, anchored off Point Judith, and a 
close reach to finish at lightship. 

The warning signal was fired at 12:55. 
The wind at this time was about east, blow- 
ing about five knots. 

The jockeying for the start was very 
clever and for a time it looked as if the 
Constitution had by far the better of it, 
even after they had crossed the line. The 
Columbia reached the hne on the starboard 
tack too soon. She swung off and in doing 
so her boom almost fouied the headsails 
of the Constitution, which had come down 
on her weather, but they cleared and just 
before the gun was fired hauled on the 
wind and headed for the line on the star- 
board tack. The Constitution was about 50 
feet abreast of the Columbia, to windward 
and seemingly in a fine place. They 
crossed nose and nose, the Constitution at 
1:00:10 and Co.umbia at 1:00:14, as seen from 
shore, both on the starboard tack, heading 
straight for Brenton’s Reef, only half a 
mile away. It was a case of the wind- 
ward boat forcing the leeward boat ashore, 
so the former, which was the Constitution, 
had to give way, and at 1:63 the Consti- 
tution had to swing round on.the port 
tack and let Capt. Barr on the Columbia 
get on his weather. It seemed from shore 
like a fine piece of headwork to plan get- 
ting an apparently bad place to leeward. 
and then by reason of the closeness of 
the shore, force the other about, although 
the latter had the right of way. 

Before the yachts were clear of the reef 
Columbia had pulled out ahead and to 
windward, so that there was no danger of 
the Constitution forcing her about by com- 
ing round on the starboard tack. 

In the first twenty minutes of sailin 
the Coiumbia gained almost an eighth o 
a mile. Both boats swung around on the 
starboard tack at 1:25, the Constitution 
tacking first and then it could be seen 
that the Columbia was not only some dis- 
tance to windward, but about an eighth of 
a mile ahead. They stood in on the star- 
board tack until 1:31, when the Constitution 
again headed off shore, followed immedi- 
ately by Columbia, Capt. Barr waiting for 
the Constitution to tack so he might al- 
ways keep in the weather position.

WARRENSBURG, Mo., Sept, 2.—The 
hunt for Bossie Francis, murderer of Miss 
May Henderson, continues in a desultory 
way. A negro answering the fugitive'’s de- 
scription has been tracked near ‘Lee's 5um- 
mit, Jackson County. But there fs no defi- 
nite trail of the negro. 

The county court today increased tho re- 
ward for the arrest of Francis from $100 to 
$300. This makes a total reward of $650. 
There is talk of raising a fund of $300 for 
the arrest and identification of the mur- 
derer. The search is going on with re- 
néwed interest in the Columbus neighbor- 
hood, where the crime was committed. A 
saddle and bridle was discovered missing 
from the barn of Rolla Brownees, in that 
neighborhood. Every barn and haystack 
is being searched. 

The feeling grows stronger againgt the 
white miner, F’ete Lanners, and Joe Bris- 
coe and Emmet Davenport, the two negroes 
now in jail here charged with aiding Fran- 
cis to escape.

The history of the progress of labor is an essential part of 
the history of civilization. Wherever the lot of the man who 
works is mean and sordid, there is civilization mean and 
sordid. Wherever the art of com‘ort flourishes luxuriantly in 
the midst of a laboring population degraded and spiritless, 
there is civilization hollow and false. Wherever the working 
people are well paid, well fed, intelligent and happy, there is 
civilization Crir.nal, fruitful, quick with |'fe. 

Not 80 very long ago the workingman was little better than 
asiave. Today even in the most backward nations of Christ- 
endom he is a man, a force to be reckoned with, an element 


|in politics, vital as a member of society. 


His rise began when he learned one day that twice one is 
more than two, when he discovered that many, working to- 
gether for a common purpose, can accomplish more for each 
and all than many working separately, each for himself 
alone; when, in short, he perceived the practical worth of fel- 
lowship. 

Every labor union embodies this principle and every union 
which has survived has succeeded only by faithfully and in- 
telligently applying this human idea, 

In the beginning the workingmen blundered and failed be- 
cause, from inexperience and mistaken zeal they antagonized 
the society of which they were a part. Too often they sought 
to reach their ends by passion instead of reason. Their pur- 
pose was misunderstood because they did not understand 
themselves. They were misjudged and condemned because 
by their acts they published their own condemnation. 

These errors, or most of them, incidents of inexperience, 
have been corrected within the space of three or four decades. 
Violence is no longer expected as the necessary accompani- 
ment of a strike. Conciliation and arbitration are the reme- 
dies sought by the wisest and most influential workingmen: 
and public opinion, once bitterly hostile, is sympathetic and 
helpful. 

The workingman of today thinks for himself.- He con- 
scious of his power and wisely desires to use it to promote the 
good of all. He makes mistakes because he shares with cap- 
italists and employers the common frailties of human nature. 
But if he adheres to the policy of conciliation and peaceful 
»rogress his future is assured. He will raise himseif to inde- 
pendence and be one of the greatest of the factors of social

power.

HOW A GREAT TUNNEL IS BORED. 


The Simplon tunnel is being cut by 
means of rockdrills, which bore their full 
length, a yard and a half, every 15 min. 
utes. Nine of these holes are made; each 
is charged .with dynamite. The dynamite 


splinters the rock out cleanly to the depth 
of the holes. Then the debris is hauled 
away and dumped by an electric crane be- 
yond the mouth of the tunnel. Some 500 
cars are taken out during every 24 hours. 
This means that the excursion moves about 
seven and a half yards a day. It started 
almost two and a half years ago. The 
last official report, April 1, showed a 
progress of 4693 meters (nearly three miles) 
from the Swiss side and 3160 meters from 
the Italian side, or 8303 meters In all (over 
five miles). The average daily rate was 
6.36 meters (about seven yards) and 6.26 
meters. The delay in Italy is due to the 
greater difficulties encountered there. How- 
ever, the work-is well up with the pro- 
gram and within three years a train will 
leave Grig, Switzerland, be lost for 20 min- 
utes, and come out at Iselle, Italy. That 
little ride will have cost $14,000,000.—Every- 
body's Magazine.

TWELVE WAYS TO COOK CAULIFLOWER 


By May F. Snider, in Good Housekeeping. 


BUTTERED CAULIFLOWER.—Bread a 
firm head of cauliflower into spmgs and 
cook in boiling water until about half done. 
Then take up, drain and put into a sauce- 
pan with two tablespoonsful of melted but- 
ter, the juice of one lemon, two table: 
spoonfuls of white sauce or of cream, @ 
pinch of cayenne, a little salt and a small 
cupful of hot water. Cook until tender, 
take up, strain the gravy, add to it one 
cupful of cream or white sauce, pour over 
the cauliflower and serve at once. 


SCALLOPED CAULIFLOWER.—Breax 
the cauliflower into small sprigs and cook 
in boiling salted water until tender. Place 
the pieces in a buttered pudding dish and 
sour over them a sauce made as follows: 
Mix well together one-half pint of bread 
crumbs, one pint of sweet milk, one beaten 
egg, two teaspoonfuls of salt and a little 
pepper. Bake until slightly browned. One 
ecupful of dived chicken or veal added to 
the sauce makes a great improvement. 
When this is used allow an extra cupful 
of milk and a littie more seasonsing. 


CAULIFLOW ah Coes = 
. ower as in above recipes and se 
oa te cool. Prepare a pint of egg bat- 
ter and add to it a teaspoonful of minced 
parsley and a tablespoonful of grated mild 
cheese. Dip each sprig of cauliflower in 
this batter and fry in butter. When done 
place on a hot dish and serve at once, 


CAULIFLOWER SALAD.—Stand a 
firm white cauliflower in salt water for 
half an hour, then cook it in boiling water 
until tender, but not quite done. Drain, 
cool. cut into sprigs and arrange these 
neatly in a salad bowl lined with tender 
leaves. Mash the yolks of four bard-boiled 
eges and cut the whites into. petals; ar 
range these like daisies over the caulifiow- 
er and pour over @ plain French dressing.
